The latest news of the process of 
digestion in the stom ach leads a 
well-known Investigator to say th at 
the old idea th a t the stomach can 
digest nails is true. Or “almost lit­ 
e ra l# tine,” as he put it, whatever 
th a t means. 
.At any rate, the stom ach is an 
efficient machine. W hen one sees 
the way In which the combined 
secretory and m otor mechanism of 
the healthy stom ach reduces food 
of the most diversified nature to 


I chyme, one can believe that. 
It used to be said th a t a man 
could get along without his stom ­ 
ach. The kind of digestion that 
goes on there is accomplished in 
other parts of the digestive tract— 
by the pancreatic secretion in the 
intestine. But this concept leaves 
out the idea of th e work the stom ­ 
ach does in preparing food for fur­ 
ther digestion lower down. “The 
stomach,” says an em inent special­ 
ist, “is the great organ of food pre­ 
paration and the antrum is the 
principal motor of the entire dl- 
i gestive tract."
